UNION TERRITORY OF DADRA AND NAGAR HAVELI

ORDER 

No, ADM/ SUP! 52/ 67 — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 
1955 (10 of 1955) read with the order of the Govern- 
ment of India, m the Ministry of Food, Agriculture, 
Community Development and Co-opeiation, (Depart- 
ment of Food) No. GSR 906, dated the 9th June 1966, 
and witk the prior concurrence of the Central Govern- 
ment, the Administrator, Dudra and Nagai Haveh hereby 
makes the following Order namely : — 

1. Short tide; extern and commencement — (1) Thi* 
mder may be called the Dadra and Najar Hiveli Food- 
grams (Fiport Control) Order 1966; 
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(2) It extends to whole of the Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli; 

( 3 ) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions —In this order, unless the context other- 
wise requires, — 

fa. ) “foodgrains ' include any of the following food- 
grains including products of such foodgrains other than 
husk and bran : — ■ 

]. Paddy (Rice in husk) 

2. Rice (husked) 

3. Nagli. 

(b) "expoit” means' f 0 t .ke or cause to be taken by 
any means whatever, from any place of the Union 
Tcintory of Dadra and Nagar He veil to any place 
culside ihe Union Territory ol Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

3. Rest ration on export of foodgrains f"Om the Union 
Territory of Dadra and Nugar Haveli. — No person shall 
export or attempt to export or abet the export of any 
foodgrains except under and iti accordance with a permit 
issued by the Collector, Dadra and Naga* - Haveli, or by 
the Purchase and Supply Officer of Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli or by any other officer authorised by the Adminis- 
trator In this behalf, lrom any place of the Union Terri- 
tory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli : 

Provided that nothing contained herein shall apply to 
the export of any foodgrains, — 

(i) not exceeding one kilogram in weight in the 
aggregate by a bonafide traveller as part of his 
luggage; 

(ii) on Government account; 

(iii) under and in accordance with Military Credit 
notes; or 

(iv) by or uider the authority of the Food Corpora- 
tion of India established under the Food Corpo- 
ration Act, 1964. 

4. Powers of entry, search, seizure id..— (1) Any Po- 
lice Officer riot below ihe rank of a Head Constable or 
any officer of the Civil Supplies Department not below 
the rank of Supply Inspector or any Revenue Officer not 
below the rank of an Avalkarkun or any other person 
authorised in this behalf by the Administrator, may with 
a view to securing compliance with this order or to 
satisfy himself that this Order has been complied with; 


(a) stop and search or authorise any person to stop 
and search any person or any vessel, boat, motor vehicle 
or other vehicle or any receptacle used or intended to be 
used for the export of foodgrains; 

(b) enter and search or authorise any person to enter 
and search any place; 

(c) seize or authorise the seizure of any foodgrains 
in respect of which he suspects that any provision of this 
Order ha. been or is being or is about to be contravened, 
along wiih the packages, coverings, or receptacles in 
which such foodgrain is found, or the animals, vehicles, 
vessels, boats or other conveyances used in carrying such 
foodgrains; 

Provided that in exercising the powers of entry and 
search under this clause due regard shall be paid by such 
Officers to the social and religious customs of occupants 
of the place,, vehicles, veisel, or boat as the case may be; 

(2) The provisions of section 102 and 103 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 relating to search and 
seizure shall, so far as may be, apply to searches and 
seizures under this clause.

ORDER 

Silvassa, the 18th January 1967 

No. ADM /SUP /EXT/ 53/ 67— In exercise of the 
powers conferred by rule 125 of the Defence of India 
Rules, 1962,, and with the prior concurrence of the Cen- 
tral Government, the Collector, Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
hereby rescinds, — 

1. The Dadia and Nagar Haveli Nagli (Ban on 
export) Order, 1965, 

2. The Dadra and Nagar Haveli foodgrains (Export 
Control) Order, 1964.
